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Letier from President Juarez.

En Pazo, December 28, 1865, —My Dear Sir:—
1 have received your favor of the 12th or Octo-
ber, in which you acknowledee receipt of mine
ol 17th of August, You will soon rececive, ot it
i# not already in your hands, the one I sent yon
in November, annonncing the withdrawal of the
French from Chibuahua *iud other points on
this frontier, und my departure for the capital
of this State, where I mxrived on the 20th ol that
month. A few days afterwards, however, and
without our being able up to the present time to
learn the object of so many marches and conn-
termarches, the enemy again commenced 4 new
expedition to reoccupy Chibuahuas, which took
place on the 11th. On the 9th I left there, and
on the 18th arrived here without ineident,

By these movements the enemy has in no way
fmproved his situstion; he is only consuming
his Inst resovrees and demornlizing his forces,
With the attitude that the Government of the
United States has Iately assamed, Maximilian
has now not the slightest probability of cement-
fng his so-called throue. He must sece very
clearly that cven should hie arvive at the com-

lete conguest of the country, occupying with

i forces even the vimost limits of the republic,
and destroying the National Government, which,
however, will never take place, the United
Btates will never permit him to consolidate his

wer, and his sacritices and ls victories will

ave counted for nothing,

This certain resnlt 1= already the conviction of
all; it has augmented the inereasing discourage-
ment of our opponents, and has reanimated the

ublic spirit oo our side to such an extent that,

my jodgment, without the necessity of the
United States taking any direct part in onr war,
we shall ourselves nlone be able to obtain the
definitive triumph of the cauge of the national
independence. Such is my desire, and to such
result all my eiforts are divected, Although Na-
poleon, from his pride, and the habitual depre-
cistion with which he has treated us, may not
be rendy to propose terms, yot the time is soon
coming when he will be glad to accept those we
proposed before the war, For ourselves, we will
neither propose nor wuccept anything, abso-
lutely nothing, which in the slightest degree
can imply nny recognition of the intervention
or that may be contrary Lo the honor and
dignity of the country. Huve but a little pa-
tience, and the time will goon come when you
can return to our country, free at last from all
its oppressors, Truly your friend,

BENITO JUAREZ,

Vana Crvz, January 20.—Among the mer-
chants of this place, as elsewhere, there ara per-
gons of differont politicsl oplnjons; but with the
excoption of the Freneh houses all are open in
thewr expressions against Maximilian and his
mlst‘rabl’y mannged Government, The multi-
tude of vessels-of-war and commerce which enter
snd arrive ot this port, and the cars which pass
through the eity, and which are constantly ar-
riving and departing, make 20 much stir that
you might think Vera Cruz a place of real com-
mercial importance, But all this is delusive,

Nearly all the effects that arrive are for the
French army, und are a drain upon the country
instead of yielding it benefit, These effacts pay
no duty, nnd the French merchants connected
with the army, under the guise of this privilege,
are doing the most seandalous contraband {rade
that bhas ever heen seen In this or any other
country. For the discharge of vessels thut do
pot earry the French flag there are a thousand
difficultics placed m the way. The whaif is very
limited in 1its cnl;sclt_f, undg I8 not over thiee
hundred fect in length by thirty in width, Of
this nearly all is monopolized by the French for
the disoharge of their effects, The ordinary
commerce has scarcely any space at all,

When there nro many vesséls discharging this
ridiculous mole or wharl' is quite insufficient for
ordinary purposes, so you can imagine what are
the inconveniences to the regular trade at the
resent time, The same can be said with regard

the transportation hence to the interior,
Everything I8 monopolized by the military and
the French, and the charge by the rallroad for
the twenty leagues henoe to Paso del Macho 18
g0 great that the merchants have petitioned for
the wagons to be allowed to come down 1o Vera
Oruz, as formerly; but this has been perempto-
rilv retused by the military nuthorities,

With reg to Maximilian and the court, we
have constantly the most ridiculous accounts,
All seemn the veriest farce, Carlotta ssked of
General Bagnine the little swmo of $600,000 for
her journey to Yucatan, which she procured;
but the modest requestof Maximilian for asingle
million of dollars, to expend on the repairs of
gome castle he has recently purchased in Bu-
rope, wis refused, EHow thin the veil that covers
slftcheso proceedingn ! Do they think the people
do not know where the money comes from that
is distributed with so lavish & hand on these
journeys, all under the gulse of the personal
charity of these Austrinng, who sre fattening on
the toil and the blood of r Mexico? In the
Palace at the eity of Mex therefare now no
longer any public offices, You know the im-
menge #ize of that edifice, yot ull ia wanted for
the court and its r-on,

Consequently the various ministries, with
thelr rubordinate offices, have ull had to be re
moved to other bulldings, which have been

urchased or hired for that purpose, many of

em at scandalous rates from Frenoh subjects,
who purchased them st the sale of the church

property, Buch I the econopy of this “Righly

clvillzed” Government, that waa to do o much
f.r “barbarous” Mexlco. The annual estimate
of expenoitures passed by the last Congress, in
1 862 or 1861, was, for the entire expenses of the
National Government, a little over eight million
dollurse. The expenses of this Austrinn-Fronch
Government are over fifty million dollare per
sanum, The saliry of Maximilian is one mithion
dollars. Thut of Benito Juarez thirty thousand
dollars, And yet at is urged Mexico 14 to be
benetited Ly all this. Is thera more seeurity
now than before? Is there more legitimnte
commeroe, inore prosperity, more tranguilllty,
aiter thintour yearsof war and bloodshed ?

I have been roliably informed that latterly
more than elght thousand packages of ordnance
stores have been transported from this place to
the vity of Mexico. The French have worked at
this with such activity that there nre now six
grent depots of such supplics In the city ol Mex-
100, without counting those at Puobla, and the
immense supplies of such material which alreudy
existed at Mexico and in the interior,  For what
are these preparations. The United States Gov.
ernment slhuuhl be well Informed of all that goes
on here, and there cannot be teo close o watch
kept upon all preparations of this nature,

'Flw guerilias are again upon the railroad, and
yverterday the train coming in from Paso del
Macho was attacked by them, with loss of sove-
ral hves,

The road 15 principaliy ganrdoed by the Bgyp-
tian negroes, Among o many classes of foreizgn
soldiers as are here ereat coninsion and clashin
existe, The Austrians and Belgians may be sal
to amount to nothing; the only force that is at
all to be dreaded 18 the French; their troops ary
ulways kept well in hand and are eificlent,

Tamrico, January 14,—Since my last the city
of Victoria, the capital of this State, has been
reoccupled by the Liberal furees under General
Mendez, who, as wo are told by the French,
hus sugmented his force with two or three hun-
dred negroes from Texas; whica is, however,
quite doubtial,

Stirting events are now of frequent ocour-
renee in this State, and the Liberals are moving
with much energy. The torces under Mendez
have recently captured two bundred and filty
freizht mules near Tancasneqal, with s large
quantity of merchandise,

This 15 swnother severe check npon the com-
meree between thig port and San Luis Potosi
and fully exposes the fmpotency of the so-callec
imgerinl power to control this country or to
gecure any real or stable hold upon it, Dot the
end of this imperial faree I8 fast approuciuing,
and little Maximilinn will return to his proat
and good friend with his brutal deeree of tue dd
ol Oclober last ns u testimonial of his disgrace,
and to follow him with the memory of the assas-
sinations that liave taken place under it of thou-
sands of delenseless Mexicans, whose only erime
wus thet they loved their native laud.

Rumors reached here yesterday, on the arrival
of the French steamer, to the effect thay Senor
Hidalgo has just arrived at Vera Cruz from
Puris, with o scheme for the abdication of the
throne by Maximilian, in order to present a
mode of departure for the French. This an-
nouncement, it s gaid, isfin conformity with an
amicabie understanding that ha¢ been arrived
ut between the Emperor of Frauce and Muaxi-
milian, a8 both now admit that in consequence
of the termination of the war in the United
:’.]Hate:; their projects in Mexico have to b2 aban.
aoned,

Dupin has returned to Vera Cruz, with the
brevet of Brigadier-General, and has taken com-
mand of the coutrn-gnerillas in that State. It is
impossible to know whot will be the result of
his operations; but if' the Libernls are now as
determined near Vern Cruz and Tabasco as they
have been elsewhere, he may, from their num-
bers, meet with thut retmbutive jusuce at their
bands which kis infamons crimes and assassina-
tions and the ravages ha has committed m this
State demand, Yesterdar one hundred and ffty
French troops arnved re from Vera Cruz
They are to be sent to Tancasnequl.

Yetter from Captain Waddell-His Plea
of Ignorance of the Restorntion of the
Unton—The Toerror of His Oflicorn—he

Yoyage to Engiand,

A gentlerman of this city nas received a lotter
from Oaptaln Waddell, formerly in command of
the crulser Shenandoah, dated December 27,
Waterloo, near Liverpool, from which we are
permitied tp make such extraots ns may be of
Interest to the genernl public.

The Captain appears to feel bitter disappoint-
ment over the result of the war. Hosays that

the South has played false to her cause—he has
very little reapect for her—he does no. believe
ghe was ln carnest—she will never agalo take
the fleld, cte. Re ing himaell he says: —

I am now in exils, but far from beine aruined
men. 1 won'l go to gea any more it I can help
it. The feclipg shown townrd me through the
regtriction placed on my wileis Jdveided, It is
uat the tecling I like, though the tyrunoy to
wr i humiliatiog to the nature of man., |
have written hor to relense her bondsmen, and
inform the Government that ghe owes her alle-
gianee to her husbpad,  As my case now stands,
I do nol think the bond is worth the paper it
is written on. In n court of law, I know it
would tall,

You have seen Mr, Walles' report, I suppoge?
He does me justice when he writes that |
ceegsed my depredations when 1 heard My,
Davis woe a prisoner.” He wiltully Les when
e writes that 1 continued “cruising against
unarmed whale ships when T kuew that the
wmies of the Bouth had surrendered.”

I was made porsessor of as late news by these
two caprors ue any the whalers had, and I oon-
tinucd my work untal it was completod in the
Arcile Ocean on the 28th of June, whon 1 had
succeedod in destroying or dispersing the New
Engiand whaling fleet. 1 left the Arctic on the
20th of June, and shipped from some of the
whalere eight men oo that very day—men of in-
telligence, ull trained soldiers, It is not to be
believed that those men would have tuken zer-
vic%- i;l the Shenandaah it they believed the war
enaded,

After Jeaving Behring's 8ea, I fell in wath no
vectel until 1 communicated with the British
barque Barracouta, (vom Ban Francisco 2d of
August, lourieen days, bound tor Laverpool. 8he
informed me of the capture of Mr. Davis and a
part of his Cabinet; nlso ot the surrender ot
Genernls Johnston's, Smith's, and Magruder's
armies, The Barracoula furnished that news
the first time 1 heara it, and I instantly ceased
to cruige, and steered for Cape Horn,

Before communicating with the Barracouta, 1
intended to look into the Gulr of Lower Califor-
nin, omd then to await the arrival of u Culifornia
stepmer bound for Panama,

The Barracoula's news surocised us, and
among some of the officers | witneseed o terror
which mortified me. 1 was inplored to take the
vegsel to Australia; that Lo fry to reach a Euro-
pran port would be fatal to all concerned; peti-
tlons were gigned by three-fourthe of the officers
ssking to be taken to Cape Town, arguing and
pleturing the horrors of capture, and all that
sori of swuft, [ called the officers and crew to
the quarter-deck, and said eslmly to them:—''1
intend tnking this ship to Liverpool; I know
there is risk to be run, but that lias been our
associnte all this time. We will be sought alter
in the Paclitic and not in the Atlantic,”

They supported my views, and then followed
letter from the crew—signed by 71 out of 110—
saying they hind confidence in me, and were will-
ing, nay, desired, to go with yme wherever I
thought best to take the wessel. 1 had, of
course, & very anxious time, paintully anxlons,
beesuse the officers set a bad cxample to the
crew., Their conduct was nothing less than
mutiny. I was very decided with some of them;
I had to tell one officer I would be captain or
die on the deck, and the vessel should o 1o no
other port thun Liverpool, 8o ended my trous
ble with complaints and snoplications from the
offficers, The men behaved nobly, and stood
titmly to their decision,

When the ship was 400 milas from the Azores.
a susp clous-looking vessel was seen ahend, and
apparentlydying to, waiting for us to come up
with her, It was sunset, the wind very light,
and my suspicions being aroused, I steercd my
course stondily notil darkness closed upon us,
and then I wore ship and stood south west till
steam could be gotten up, for 1 hsd not even
banked fires since parting with the Barracoula.
It took two hours 1o get up steam; when it was
regdy, 1 furled salls, steered due east for sixteen
miles, aud hauled on my course, steaming for
100 miles, T beliave she was a Yankee cruiser,
She was only six miles olf when night eame on,
but I evaded her successfully.

The Shenandoah, under sail, is o sixteen-knot
vessel; under steam, nine knots; a fine sea craft,
She ran from the Aratic to Liverpool in one hun-
dred and thirty days; from the line on the Pact.
fic side Lo the Uspe in Awenty-six days; from the
Cape to the line on the Atlautic In twenty-six
days; and from the line to Liverpool in twenty-
four days. Two of my crew died of disease when
Mear Liverpool; otherwise nothing happened to
mar our eruise; no accidens occurred during the
aruise,

S0 ends my naval career, and I am called o
“pirate!” | made New England suffer, and 1
do not regret it, I cunnot be condemuned by any
honest thinking man. 1 surrendered the vesdel
to the British Government, and «ll are uncondi-
tionully released. My obstinaoy made enemlios
among some of the officers, but they nuw fo-

Resolations in the Maine Legislature.

AvcusTa, Maine, February 13,—The following
resolutions were introduced into the Hou:e
branch of the Maine Legislature to-day by Gene-
ral Shepley, of Portland, in relation to equality
of glvil and political rights;—

ssolved, That the grand result of a traly
republican  Government can never be fully
attained untll equality of eivil aad political
rights be permanently secured, irrespective of
diflerences of race or color.

Hesolved, That so long as the elective franchise
slinll be denied or abridged in any BState, on
gecount of race or color, nope therein of such
race or color should be included in the busis of
representation of such Btate in the Jongress of
the United Bintes; and we approve of the efforis
ol the Benators und Representatives from this
Btate, in Congrees, Lo secure such an amendment
ol the Constitution ns would effect this result,
believing that the tendency, and hoping that
the ultimate effect of the amendment, if adopted,
would be to seoure equality of political as well
as ot eivil rights for all.

The Committee on Federnl Relations, to which
was referred a resolution in relation to the
crime of treason and the punishment of traitors,
have reported] that ag, in their opinion, no ex-
pression of the views of this Legislatore is re-
quired to hasten tho actiom of the Excoutive
suthorities of the United States on the subject
of said resolution, it ought not to pusa. The
